AVIATORS CLING 15 
HOURS 10 WRECK OF 
AYDROAEROPLANE 


Engine Explodes, Machine 
‘Catches Fire and Drops Into 
Delaware Bay. 


By Associated Press 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—Aviator 
Marshall B: Reid and Henry C. Dustin, 
a Lieutenant-Commander in the navy, 
were found today in Delaware Bay after 
clinging for more than 15 hours to the 


wreck of the hydroaeroplane in which 
they started yesterday to fly from Cape 
May to this city. 

The engine of their machine exploded 
while it was flying at the rate of 40 
miles an hour over the bay, and bo:zh 
men and airship plunged like a shot in o 
the water. 

An oyster boat picked up the men, 
who finally had moved to a buoy of 
the wreckage, which had been kept 
afloat by its pontoons. 

“When we were about 12 miles trom 
Cape May, flying about 150 feet in the 
air and making 4 miles an hour, the 
engine behind us exploded,” said Reid, 
describing his thrilling escape from 
death. 

“The four cylinders blew out together. 
The aeroplane caught fire and we 
dropped like a\ plummet. Right down 
into Delaware Bay we went, but -he 
jflames were extinguished by the waves. 

“The pontoons kept us @fjoat and we 
drifted around in the bay for 1 hours 
and # minutes. Then we bumped into 
a stake driven in the bottom of the 
bay to indicate the position of an oys- 
ter bed and we made fast to it and 
waited for daybreak. We were picked

POLICE ATHLETES 
PRAISES, SYSTEN 


Says Exercise Increases Both 
Physical and Moral Strength 
of Department. 








Gov. Hadley, in rare good humor, was 


an interested spectator Saturday at thw 
mounted police station athletic field, 
where members of the force were pruc- 
ticing for the events in which they will 
compete at the’ annual police field day 
exercisea next Saturday. 

The Governor came here to speak at 
the Columbus day celebration on Art 
Hill in the afternoon. On his visit to 
the mounted district station he was ac- 
eompanied by Policé Commissioners 
Woerheide, Abbott and Brinsmade, and 
Chief Young. 

Against Fat Policemen. 

“That? s what I like to see,” said Had- 
ley to a Post-Dispatch reporter, as he 
watched the policemen sprinting, jump- 
ing, pole vaulting and putting the shot. 
“Physical exercise will increase both 
the physical and moral strength of the 
department. Of what use is a police- 
man who can’t run a hundred yards 
without falling in a faint? 

“Many men now on the St. Louis force 
look more like members of the Beet 
Trust than like policemen. We want to 
get rid of all those bay windows. Ath- 
letic exercise will do it. The men will 
make themsel¥Ves physically stronger. 
A policeman who can chase a robber 
three blocks and still have enough 
strerigth to capture the robber without 
using firearms is the sort of man who 
may expect promotion. 

Carry No Revolvers. 

“In European cities I have visited 
the poliecmen carry no revolvers. This 
is largely due to the fact that they are 
so strong and athletic that they do not 
have to depend on.weapons. 

“It has frequently been said that: po- 
licemen in American cities stand around 
with grouchy looks on their faces. If 
these athletic exercises are kept up our 
St. Louis policemen will be an excep- 
tion to the rule. “They will all look like 
‘Sunny Jim.’ 

“Men feel much better when they take 
the proper amount of physical exercise. 
One of the policemen I talked to here 
this morning told me that he used to 
be fat and flabby. Since taking exer- 
cise he has reduced his weight 35 pounds 
and is as hard as nails. He can now run 
two miles without being ‘winded.’ ”’ 

Glancing at Woerheide, Brinsmade and 
Abbott, and smiling broadly, the Gov- 
ernor said: “St. Louls now has the best 
Police Board in captivity. Some say it 
is a partisan board. That is not true. 
Woerheide is a Progressive. Abbott is 
& Democrat. Brinsmade is a regular 
Republican, and, as everybody knows, 
I am a Prohibitionist.”

three men whom he knew by sight in 


Ambrose Berkley’s saloon at Third 
street and St. Louis avenue, éarly 
Thursday morning. They told him they 
Were “going to get money” and offered 
to split the money with him if he would 
rent his car to them and aet as their 
chauffeur. He accepted the proposition. 

Stevenson admitted that he knew two 
of the men had revolvers. He says 
they left the saloon at 6:05 a. m. and 
drove to Twenty-first and Adams streets. 


Stevenson also admitted that a fourth 
man was picked up on the way. As 
only three men took part in the actual 
robbery of O'Meara, it is believed that 
this fourth man “acted as a lookout. 
This also accounts for the fact that 
there were five men in Stevenson’s ma- 
chine when Capt. ‘Hess of the Dayton 
Streeq Station, saw the car and took 
its license number shortly after the rob- 
bery. 

In his statement Saturday Stevenson 
said that after leaving Adams street he 
drove the men to Fourth street and Lu- 
cas avenue, where they alighted.. He 
says he returned to Bast St. Léwis 
alone and did not see the men ‘again. 

Quarrel Over the Tag. 

This statement varies with infor- 
mation obtained by detectives in East 
St. Louis. They learned that on Thurs- 
day afternoon, eight or nine hours 
after the robbery, Stevenson and the 
three meh who hired his machine’ were 
together in an East St. Louis saloon.

The machine 
was going down grade when it struck 
“Dead Man’s Curve,” where a number 
of serious accidents have occurred. 

The rim of the left front wheel flew 
off and the spokes, driven into the sur- 
face of the roadway, caused the machine 
to turn completely over. 

Hess and Miss Hargis were thrown 
clear. Miss Weber and Notter were 
caught under the machine. Miss Weber 
was crushed between the door and the 
back of the front seat. 

Dr. R. H. Jones and Dr. W. H. Hem- 
per, both of Union, Mo., came along 
a few minutes later in a machine afd 
took Miss Weber to her home, but 
their efforts to save her'‘life were un- 
availing. The others were taken 
heme by H, J. Conrad of Webster.

Inseparable Companions, 

The two girls had been inseparable 

companions for five years. Miss Weber 


“was conscidus almost until she died, 


and as the two girls lay suffering 
in different rooms at the Weber home, 
their concern was all for each other, 
and each constantly made injuiries about 
the condition of the other. 

When Hess arrived at the Weber home 
Saturday forenoon in an .automobile, 
he had not been informed that Miss 
Weber was dead. At the sight of an 
undertaker’s wagon in front of the 
house he fainted. When he was revived 
he became hysterical and it required 
three men to control him. During the 
forenoon he fainted 15 times. In inter- 
vals of consciousness he paced back and 
forth tn front of the house, moaning, 
and would not be comforted. ‘ 

Miss Hargis’ mother, who arrived at 
the house during the forenoon, said that 
her daughter and Hess were to be mar- 
ried next~month.

BRIDE BIND VOTE 


Six Members Absent and Meas- 
_ure Has Only 16.Supporters 
When 19 Are Needed. 


Through the failure of the House of 
Delegates to pass an emergency clause 
in the bill to submit the question, the 
voters of St. Louis. will not have a 


chance at the November election to vote 
én a new proposal that bonds be issued 
for the completion of the free bridge. 

_ Six. members* of ‘the House were ab- 
sent Friday night and the emergency 
clause accordingly received: only 16 votes, 
three: less than the number required for 
its passage. The ordinance, therefore, 
cannot. become effedtive until after the 
election, Nov. 5, which is only 21 days 
away. Under the law, a proposition to 
be voted on ata special election must 
be advertised 20 days before such elec- 
tion. 

Mayor Not Disturbed. 

The emergency clause would have 
made this bill effective as -soon as it 
was signed by Mayor Kreismann. The 
Mayor went to the city hall to await 
the result’ of the Delegates’ vote and 
sign the bill, so the advertising of the 
proposition could begin Saturday if the 
clause passed. _He did not appear to be 


| disturbed: by the failure of ‘the House 


to pass the clause. 

“I don’t’ believe the proposition would 
have carried at the election anyway,” 
he said. 

The Delegates who failed -to attend the 
meeting were: Gallagher; Lahiv, Wilers, 
igel, Methudy and Klose. Those who 
voted for the emergency clause were:

The vote of the bill proper and that 
on the emergency clause were identical, 
but the clause failed to pass because 
of the requirement that all emergency 
measure must have a two-thirds vote. 

Delegate Mohrstadt declared that, 
while he did not approve of’ the present 
East Side appr@®ach plans, he voted for 
the proposition because subfhission of 
the proposition at the general election 
would cost only $800 for printing. where- 
as a special election costs $60,000. 

Almost as soon as the result of the 
voting was known, there was talk at 
the city hall of a special bridge bond 
election.in January, as a final effort of 
the present admintstration toward the 
completion of the bridge.

He has pursued his 
study of these passages on strictly 
scientific lines, using every means at 
his disposal to ascertain the exact 
meaning of our Lord’s words concerning 
the sacred character and binding force 
of the marriage tie. The undoubted 
result of this inquiry its to the effect 
that Christ’s law condemns as adulter- 
oug re-marriage after separation of hus- 
band and wife who have consummated 
their conjugal union.” 

Dr. Gigot’s method is to marshal all 
the New Testament utterances on any 
point he takes up, making the book val- 
uable not only for its forersic quali- 
ties, but aleo as a reference vork.

In Lait Speech at Cleveland He 
Explains Source of Third — 


Party Program. 


By Associated Press. 

HARRISBURG, Pa, Oct. 12—As 
Gov. Wilson traveled to New York 
early today to close an li-day ‘trip 
that took him through 11 states in the 
West, he expressed keen satisfactioa 
over the receptions given to him. 

“The big meetings,”’ he said, “have 
been exceedingly gratifying. It seems 
to me the people are intensely inter- 
ested in the issues oi the campaign. 

“I have been particularly impressed 
by the attitude of the crowds toward 
me and by the way in which the great 


number of individuals whom I have met 
personally have greeted me. Running 
through it all, I have felt a decided 
friendliness toward me. In no instance 
have I felt that there was any hostil- 
ity in the audiences which I have ad- 
dressed.’’ 

When the correspondents asked the 
Governor how he felt about the chances 
of election, he replied: | 

“I have tried in this campaign not to 
permit my mind to arrive at a conclu- 
sion on that subject. I know that the 
Democratic party offers to the _ people 
the only opportunity by which they can 
regain control of their own Government. 
I have not the slightest doubt that they 
will seize it.” 

gThe Governor will make two speeches 
tonight in New York, one at the banquet 
of the Knights of Columbus and the 
other before the United Italian Societies.

WILSON ANSWERS 
COLONEL’S CHARGE 


to Leave Labor Attitude to 


New Jersey Workingmen. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 12.—In address- 
ing an audience that packed Central 
Armory last night Gov. Woodrow WiI- 
gon, Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent, departed from his prepared speech 
to answer Col. Roosevelt’s charge that 
he was not friendly to labor. 

“Mr. Roosevelt says I am not the 
friend of the workingman,”’ said the 
Gevernor. “I am perfectly willing to 
Jeave that to the jury. I am perfectly 
willing that he should consult the work- 
ing men of New Jersey and I will abide 
by their verdict.’’ 

After his speech, Gov. Wilson de- 
parted for New York on a special train.

This is a wonderful country of ours. Seeing 
how often it has undergone the experience of be- 
irg saved for selfish purposes by the party of 
privilege, the marvel is that there is anything 
left of it at all.

J. Pierpont has ushered more indus- 
trial infants into life and being than all the rest 
of the Wall street accoucheurs put together (and 
incidentally he has been known to charge as high 
ae $50,000,000 for his services). 

With the-.old reliable were the heads of numer- 
ous independent harvester concerns, and the ex- 
perienced trust wetnurse, George W. Perkins. Let 
Mr. Silas J. Liewellyn’s testimony describe the 
proceeding: 

George W. Perkins expressed the opinion 
that the harvester business could be greatly 
improved by putting in more capital and re- 
ducing the cost of manufacture.

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THE POOR MAN’S ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

A new state office iately created in Oklahoma 
and called the office of Public Defender is as- 
signed to work that may justifiably be performed 
everywhere at public expense. 

Appearance in opposition to the prosecutor as 
counsel in criminal proceedings for persons too 
poor to hire a lawyer is by no means the only duty 
of the office. The language of the act directing 
the Public Defender to “institute or prosecute or 
defend suits and actions in behalf of any minor 
orphan, defectives, dependents and delinquents” 
and discharge such other duties as the Charities 
and Corrections Commissioner may authorize 
opens a broad field of usefulness. 

J. H. Stopler, the office’s first incumbent, re- 

ports to Case and Comment that he has been 
handicapped by the Governor’s hostility and the 
failure of the Legislature to grant him a specific 
appropriation, but that more than 4000 cases have 
been handled in 18 months, most of them pro- 
bate cases. Results in the experimental stages of 
the office are summed up by him: “An enormous 
amount of time and an enormous amount of ex- 
pense have been saved both to the State and the 
various litigants the office has represented.” 
One of the office’s most important functions 
has developed in supplying legal advice to per- 
sons without means. It provides an official agency 
under proper safeguards for rendering the valua- 
ble service which bureaus of free legal advice 
render in cities under private philanthropic aus- 
pices. The Public Defender is really the poor 
man’s Attorney-General. He has a broad field 
of usefulness.

A total of 8 minutes 
and 10 se¢onds was required to end 
3 battles by the knockout route. Only 
one contest, the main event, lasted 


beyond the first round. 

Art Magirl, the boxer who won 80 
many admirers recently by his splendii 
showing against the clever Harry Brew- 
er and who, within the past year, had 
boxed “Wildcat” Ferns two 15-round 
draws, Friday night went down to ig- 
nominous defeat at the hands of Ferns 
via the knockout route in the second 
round. 

When the men entered the ring it was 
announced that both had made the 
weight, 145 pounds, at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Perhaps it was this that 
brought about defeat for Magirl, for 
many of his friends have declared that 
148 pounds ringside is the best he should 
attempt to do. Be that as it may, it 
must be insisted that Magirl should do 
better than he did last night. 

When the men advanced to the center 
of the ring for the first round Ferns 
appeared to be in excellent condition 
and seemed light-hearted and spirited. 
Magirl looked drawn and serious. There 
was much fiddling in this round, both 


seemed cautious and there was but little: 


boxing. What there was, hotvever, 
gave hope to the fans that the bout 
was going to be a good one. The men 
hit as if they meant it. Theye was some 
good ducking and defensive work, and 


at the end neither had an advantage. 
Magirl Down Three Times. 


Then came the fatal round for Magirl. 
Ferns went at it in very business-like 
fashion, and 1 minute and 50 seconds 
afterwards he was declared the winner. 
Prior to this, and before the knockout 
which ended the bout, Magirl had gone 
down twice! first for the count of nine 
and then for the count of eight. When 
he arose the second time he appeared 
somewhat wobbly, as might have been 
expected, but I did not think his condi- 
tion such as to justify my stopping the 
bout. He appeared to know what he 
was doing and seemed strong enough.to 
pull through f{f he met no further mis- 
hap. He immediately went into a clinch, 
but was promptiv shaken off by the 
“Wildceat,”’ and then the latter steadied 
himself just a moment and shot a hard 
one to his opponent's jaw and Magir! 
went dow and was counted out. 

Magirl's showing was a great disap- 
pointment, while Ferns delivered the 
goods. The latter was confident 
throughout the brief contest and never 
hesitated to carry the battle to his 
opponent. Magirl tried desperately hard 
to the end. 

Magirl was crestfallen after the bout 
and could hardly realize that he had 
lost in such short order. As was to be 
expected, Ferns, the winner, was jubi- 
lant, but found time to nemark that it 
was the first time he had been able to 
use his right hand since it was injured 
some months ago, and attributed his 
victory to this.

Asks Governors to Work for Co-| so. 


Opérative: Credit Plan Sim- . 
ilar to-European System. 


BEVERLY, Mass., Oct. 12.—In a letter 
to the Governors of all the states, 
President Taft urges the creation of 
sentiment in. favor of uniform state 
legislation tending toward reducing the 
Cost of foodstuffs by reducing the cost 
to the farmer of producing his crops. 

The Presidént advoeates the, estab- 
lishing of a —< machine which 
would: give the farmef access to all the 
money markets of the world and afford 


him credit at greatly feduced rates. The: 


farmer at present, he says, pays a much 
higher rate of interest than is paid by 
‘Individuals and firms in industrial busi- 
ness. 

The plan is based upon the principles 
of agricultural co-operative credit in use 
in practically every country of Europe. 

Uniform state legislation, in the opin- 
fon of President Taft, is essential to 
the successful adoption of this plan and 
he has invited \he Governors to a con- 
ference at the time of the annual meet- 
ing of Governors {2 Washington in De- 
cetnber. 

“A etudy of Geen dior 
, ° reports,’’ writes 
President Taft, “and of the recommen- 
Geations of Ambassador Herrick con- 
vinces me of the adaptability to Ameri- 
can conditions of the co-operative 
credit plan as set forth in the organi- 
gation of the Raiffeisen banks of Ger- 
many. 

“The establishment and conduct of 


oe banks, however, are matters for 


state control. I suggest, also, the es- 
tablishment of land-mortgage banks 
under state charters, and the forma- 
tion thoy co-operative mortgage-bond so- 
es along the lines of the Land- 
societies of Germany, provided 
that uniform state legislation can be 
secured to govern their organization 
and operation. 

“As a later step, I favor the enact- 
ment of iaw® by Congress permitting 
the organization of national land-mort- 
gage banks; to be operated under strict 
Government supervision, with the pow-|. 
. @r to guarantee and market the guar- 
anteed deberiture bonds of the, state 
land-mortgage banks or co-operative 
societies.

WAVE WRECKS BOAT 


U. 8. Submarine Goes Aground 


Off California Coast and Is 
Badly Damaged. 


WATSONVILLE, Cal., Oct. 12.-—G. A. 
Schroeder of Milwaukee and T. J. Tur- 
bett of Newark, N. J., seamen on board 
the United States submarine F-l, were 
drowned when a giant wave swept over 
the little craft, which later went 
aground near Port Watsonville. The ex- 
tent of the damage to the submarine 
could not be determined. Low tide left 
it upright in the sand in three feet of 
water. 

Schroeder and Turbett were on watch 
at daybreak, with another seaman 
named “Blinky,”’ when a rising sea tore 
the submarine from its moorings to @ 
buoy. Before the seamen could get con- 
trol of the steering gear, the deck was 
engulfed in a wave and Schroeder and 
Turbett were carried overboard. 

The third seaman saved himself. by 
grasping the railing. He was badly 
bruised and almost drowned when res- 
cued a few moments later by his com- 
rades. The body of Turbett was washed 
ashore. Schroeder's body’ s has not been 
recovered.

RISE IN COST OF LIVING 
SHOWN BY LATE FIGURES 


Prices of Foods Highest Ever in 
September According to 
Bradstreet Figures. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Evidence that 
the cost of living is still rising and 
rising at a more alarming pace than 
ever before, is given in the latest com- 
pilation of the Bradstreet monthly in- 
dex of prices, which includes not only 
food, but metals, textiles; coal, build- 
ing material. and a number of other 
things which go to make up the ordi- 
nary necessities’of life.» 

The figures for September show that 
the cost of living climbed up more dur- 
ing that period than in any previous 
month. The September index number, 
.4515, is not only the highest on record, 
but represents a jump; of 2.5 per cent
